FORT STEVENS AFFAIR.

A PBrilliant Engagcement, More Dramatic
than Any Other Minor Conlest.
Continued from last week.)

EpitoR NatioxalL TreisvNe: Finally,
§t was decided that it was uecessary to di ive
the enemy from these Lwo poinis Bidwell's
(Third) Brigade, Second Division, was se-
jected for the performance of this important
task. )

This brigade was made up of the 434, 49th,
77th, and 1224 N. Y., 61st Pa., and Tth Me.
The majority of these organizations had
campaigned with McCleilan on the Peniv-
suls, and had passed tbrough the fires of
Williamsburg, Fair O:ks, and Malvera Hill.
Two of them bad furmed part ci the lanous
“ Light Brigade,” and bad taken a promi-
pent part i the successiul storming ol _.‘l;a:
rye’s Hights in May, 1863, All had snflered
gevere loss and wade good reconds durning
Gen. Grant’s Wilderness campaigo, and here,
upon the threshold of a campaigu w hich was
destined to crown thew with additional un-

fading luurels, they moved iuto line pre- |

paratory 1o giving an exhibition of aciual
wariare,

The President stood uvpon the parapet of
Fort Stevens, an interes ed, anxious spec-
tator of the movement. He had sanctioned
and approved every acl of Gen, Grant, and
had entered no protest agaiust
Washington of the force that 1o iimes past
had been considered indispensuble wo its
priutection; as a conscynence of this act,

within sight of tie city, and almost in the |

ghadow of the dome ol the Capitol, not iess
than 20,000 rebels were arrayed, menscing
the city and seeking its capture and possibly
ite destruction.

The earnest solicitude of the President
was shared by a vast concourse of highly-
excited and badly-frightened citizeus, who
occupied the most faverable poinis 6f view
upon he foruficitions, and wuiched the
progress of the fight with anxicus hearis.

Many feit that the fate of the city, i not
of the Nution, was trembling in the balance;
that the ultimate triumpd of the cause of
the Uunion depended upon the succes:iul
terinination of the task that bad beeu undes-
taken by these veteran troops.

The peneral plan of operations as Jaid cut
by Gen. MceCouk was to bave Lhiree regl-
ments of the brigude move gulvily, aud
gcrecued from observation by the encmy, to

then, after the foris bad shelled the two |

The troops were skilfully placed in posi-

The evemy made no sttempt to oceupy
the elevation upon which the burning bhouse
was siluated. From their position in the
bolluw, which lay between the house and
the piatean vpon which they had formed
their altacking force, they could sweep the
€resl 0 Loat elevation aud their side of the
slope, m.king it impossible fur us to hold a
position at or beyond the Lay house,
position afforded (hem ecover irom which
they couid direct their fire npon our whole
regimental hue, the heaviest fire being di-
recied aganst our rnight, which beld on 10
the position {4t or near the Rives housc)
that 1hey bad gained during the advance.

Our line was finally adjusted with the
right of the reg.meul resting at the Rives

bouse, and the left near the spot since se- |

lecied Jor aNational Cemenery, east of Sev-
enth street, thus holding the Rives house
and commauding the Lay bouse, our fire
sweeping the crest of the elevation upon
which it was located so that it was not ten-
able by the enemy.

The adjustment of the line brought our
left flauk pearly in conpection with ope of
the regiments of the brigade occopying a
prolongaiicn of our live west of Seventh
sireet,

By the time we had taken our new posi-
Lion the shades of evening began to fall, but
darkuess did not put a swp 1o the contest.
Haviug reccived a fresh supp'y of amwaui-
tion, avd be:ng reinforced by one of the o:her
regiments of our brigade, we opened a heavy
fire upon the cnemy, 10 which afler a time
Do respouse was made,

We Lheld cur position until nearly mid-
might, when we were relieved by the Vere
mont Brigade, of our division, and were per-
mitted Lo return to our bivouae near Crystal
Bprings, in rear of the line of fortifications.

On the morulng of the 13th the Union
pickeis found no enemy in their front, aud
it was the common report that the infantry
pigkets of the enemy had been replaced
during the pight by cavary, and that these
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d vncountered during our ad- |
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bad been withdrawn at an early hour in the
morning and that Gen. Early bad abandoned
the attempt to capture Washington, and
with Lis whole army was well on the way
back to * Old Virginny."”

Late in the afternoon of the 13th Gen.
Wright's command started in pursuit of the
enemy. Not baviag at his disposal a force
that counld cope with Early'sarmy, itwas very
evident that Gen. Wright would not make
a very vigorous pursuit. We did, however,
cateh sight of the tail end of Euly's army
just as it was whisking across the Potomac,
and our artillery fired a few shots to hasten
the movement of the straggling eolumn,

Thus ended Early’s raid. Thesubsequent
operations of Gen. Early in the Shenandeah
and his final disasirous overthrow by the
Uuion troops under the command of the
gallant Phil Sheridan, fornish material for
an interesting chapter in history.

The total of the Uniom loss in front of
Washingion July 11 and 12 was 373 killed
and wounded. The loss in our brigade
during the few hours we were nnder fire
was 52 killed and 93 wounded ; total, 145;
my regiment Josing seven killed or died of
wounds, and 19 more or less severely
| wounded; total, 26.

Thut the peicentage of killed was un-
usually large is showa by the following
( comparison : The Official Records show that
| in the battles of Autietam, Chancellorsville
| aud Gettysburg, taken as a whole, the Union
| Joss in killed was 16.3 per cent. of the aggre-
{ gate of their killed and wounded, whereas
in this engagement the killed in Bidwell's
| Brigade was 35.8 per cent. of the aggregate
| of casualties in the brigade.
‘ We Luried our dead upon the battlefield
| without form or ceremony. “No needless

| eoffins inclosed their breasts, not in sheet
nor in shrond we wound them”; but six
dayvs after the battle Secretary Stanton
| issned an order to the Military Governor of
| Washington directing bim to “cause the
| Union s ldiers who were killed in the recent
! defense of Washington to be carefully dis-
interred and honorably buiied in the Na-
tional Cemetery, with suitable care and
memorials to pre<erve their identity.”

At a later date ground was aporopriated
on Seventh street beyvond Fort Stevens, on
what had been the bhattlefield, and a Na-
| tional Cemetery dedicated,styled the * Battle
| Cemetery,” and in it the bodics of those who
| bad not been cluimed by their iriends were
‘ laid to rest. This cemetery was set aside
| for the interment of those Union soldiers
| who were killed in front of Washington
J' during the time that the rebel uriny under
{ Gen. Early ibreatened that city; no o her
| interments have been permitted there,
| The citizens of Washington welcomed our
| arrival, and were very grateful to us for re-
| lieving them from impend ng disaster; but
gratitude is an emoticn that secon cools,
and theirs never material:zed. Forty-three
heroes sleep their last sleep in the Iittle
Battle Cemelery, their graves cared for and
kept green by the National Government,
| and strewn with flowers each Memornal Day

by their surviving comrades; but the resi-
denis of Washington have not placed a tab-
let to attest their gratitude pnor reared a
shaft to commemorate the deeds of the noble
fallen, and to t<ll the visitor that these men
guve their lives in the cause of the Union
apd in defense of the bom+-s of the citizens
of Washington.—S, A. McDoxaLDp, 122d N.

FIRST COMPANY.

night drawing and issuing rations, and get-
ting the knapsacks apd camp equipage
packed away in the headquarters building
of the Fair Grounds.

Well, we started at saprise for Richmond,
a distance of 25 miles, Gen. Kirby Smith’s
forces were reported to be near to Richmond.
The weather was very hot, the broken-stone
pike was dry and dusty, and although we
had nothing to carry but our muskets and
acconterments, with 40 rounds of ammunni-
tion and one blanket, with five days’ rations
in the haversack, we found it very hard
marching. We had not yet learned to wear
the easy broad-soled aimy shoe, but with true
Awerican-boy pride had on our fine calf
boots,

miles from Lexington, it was 5 o'clock p. m.,
and we were very glad to take off our boots
and bathe our blistered feet. We remained
there until about sunset, getting supper.

A courier came from Richmond, 10 miles
away, with the news that Kirby Smith's
army was near there, and the citizens were
afraid that he would burn the town. Col
Holloway owned a large plantation near the
town, and he wus fearful that his and his
friends property would b» destroyed.

We started on the doable-guick ; we ran
and walked and lay down and rested by
speils; threw away our blankets, blouses,
aud a part of our rations, retaining guns and
ammuaition. Men fell down, utterly ex-
huusted, and were left by the roadside.

Wearrived in Richmond at1 o'clock a. m.,
Sunday morning. There were only 17 men
in wy company and one commissioned ofli-
cer who were present when we arrived, ont
of the 86 that started; and the other com-
panies were in like condition, The rest of
the command were lying along the road.

Afier putting out pickels we lay down on
the pavement, in the streets, in yards—any-
where to stretch out our tired limbs—and
went tosleep. I did not awaken until the
sun was shining in my face that beautiful
Sabbath morning.

During the day the tired-out men came
into town, and the teamsters came in with
the wagons, bringing our blankets and
blouses, which they had picked up.

Now I think that there were five or six

regiments in that command; in fuct, all of
Gen. Cruft’s Brigade.

On Sunday afiernoon we were aligned in
camp to the east side of the town, the right
of brigade resitiug on the pike.

We remained there until the morping of

| Saturday, Aug. 30, when we were startied

by the firing of cannon to the southeast,
where Gen. Manson’s Brigade was encamped,
about seven miles away. At 7 a. m. we
were ordered to go to the support of Man-
son’s Brigade,

We arrived on the battlefield at about
930a. m. In a few minutes we were or-
dered to the right, across the road, where
we were in support of a battery,

I think that Capt. Nation, with his com-
mand, must have been on our right, as we
were about one-half mile to the right, and
in advauce from the church spoken of by
Capt. Nation.

Concerning the *“Dienomores.”

A comrade writes i apswer to an inquiry
about the “ Dienomoérés” that the Rev. Dr.
Palmer, New York Methodist Conference, is
a survivor, The cothpany was composed of
theological studeni® "It was nearly anni-
hilated at the storming of Fort Wagner.
Col. Perry commanded ‘the regiment. He
was & D. D,, and the regiment was kuown
as “ Perry’s Suints.”

William J. Carleton, Elizabeth, N. J.,
writes: “ An inquiry lately appeared in THE
NATIONAL TRIBUNE about the Dienomores.
I can answer it. There was no such a com-
pany. It was the nickname of Co. D, 45th
N.Y. Among the men were several earnest
Christians, and the Captain was a Methodist
clergyman, as were the Colonel and two
other officers. A favorite song of these young
Christian soldiers was ‘ We are going home
to die no more,’ and this led to the company
being called the DD.enomores,

“Not all were killed, nor have all died
since the war ended. About one-half are
now living. The casualties in this company
were hardly exceeded by any in the entire
Union army. Of the original 87 officers and
enlisted men 20 were killed or died of
wounds, and six died in hospitals of disease
and in rebel prisons, making 26 or 30 per
cent. of the whole namber; 15 were dis-
charged for- disability and seven were sent

cent. of casualties, without including the
wounded, and several discharged from hos-
pitals at the end of their term of enlistment.
Fifteen served in the company three years
and 15 four years; 28 re-enlisted. Nearly
all were born in New Jersey, and their
average age was 22 years—a typical com-
pany of young men who volunteered at the
outbreak of the war from purely patriotic
motives.”

Thomas W. Baird, Co. K, 5th Conn., Na-
tional Home, Marion, Ind., writes: “Com-
rade J. W. Holecomb., in younr issue of March
29, is after Thomas W, Borden with a sharp
stick, in regard to an article published or
sent by him for the issue of Oct. 26, relating
how a Yunkee of the 5th Conn. lssd out 11
rebels at the battle of Cedar Mountain.

“Qur brigade at that time was composed
of the flower of the army—the old 28th N,
Y., 46th Pa., and 5th Conn. The 10.h Me,
joined the old brigade later on, under Pap
Williams. Our marches through Maryland
and Virginia tell their own story.

“If this comrade did see a Yankee of
the 5th Conn. kill 11 rebels at Cedar Mount-
ain, Aug. 9, 1862, I for one believe it. I am
a good deal like the old fellow when asked
his opinion about the whale swallowing Jo-
nah, who replied, * Well, if the Bible had
said Jonah had swallowed the whale I would

We were soon driven back with severe
loss; four men of my own company were
killed, 20 of the regimeat, and many wound-
ed, right there,

We were driven back two miles, and
there made a stand behind a fieid of corn.
The enemy advanced and drove us back to
a hill. There we were met by Maj.-Gen,
Nelson and staff, who, hearing the firing,
started and rode from Lexington, and met

The Baptism of Fire that was Undergone
| by Some Uhio Troops in 1862)

Epimor NATIONAL TrisuNE: Capt. D4-
vid Nation, Co. B, 6Uth Iund., in the 1ssue of
March 8 gives an acconnt of the battles near
Richmound, Ky., Aug. 30, 1562,

He says that his regimeost was mustered
into the service on Aung 19, 1562, and that
they arrived at Lexington on Aug. 22, ut Rich-
| moud on the 24th, aud that the battle was
on Suuday, the 30th,

The regiment to which I belonged (the
85:h Ohio) was mustered into the service at
Camp Chase, near Columbus, on the saiue
date, Aug. i9, and on the 218t was started
for Lexingion, arriving there on Aug. 22, It
went into eawp on the Fair Grounds. We
diew Sibley tents, and were antcipating
having a good time in drilling aud preparing
for field service, but the fortuues of war pre-
vented.

Kirby Smith, with 10,000 troops, had made
his way across the Cumberiand Mountains,
and was advancing towards Cineinnatd.

About the time that we were spreading
down our blankets (9 o'clock p. m. of the
22d), we got orders to prepare to march the
next morning at sanrise. A detuil of three
men iroin cach company was ordered Lo
remain with tbhe camp. 1 was the Orderly-
Sergeant of Co. H, and well remember

us at 2 o'clock p. m, He had ridden in
haste 28 miles, and was not in the best of
moods. He very soon got us into proper
battle alignment, and we made a stand of
about 30 minutes, firing very low, and doing
effective work upon the enemy; but they
steadily advanced, being fully three to oune,
as official reports give it.

We were driven back to the graveyard
near to Richmond, aud pear to where our |
camp had been.

But we could not hold back the enemy ; |
they steadily moved on and drove us past |
the Semiuary building. They afterward in- |
formed our men that we shot so low that |
we killed very many of their men. |

Col. W. L. McMillen, of the 95th Ohio, |
was shot in the haud during the last fight, |
Maj. Brumback was shot in the hip early in
the day.

We lost 26 men in killed and 84 wounded,
all of the others were taken prisoners, except
about 200. Four men of an Indiana regi-

| ment, Serg’t N. H. Horlocker, and myself,

the enemy, and made our way to Lexington
next day, thence to Cincinnati, where we |
met the ¥ Squirrel Hunters” who had been |
called out by the Governor of Ohio.

HOW THEY DID IT.

pashannock Station,

EpIToOR NATIONAL TRIBUNE: I have
the comrades to speak of the battle of Rap-
pahannock Station. I thiuk, perhaps, I may
be able Lo siir some of them up,

In November, 1863, our corps (the Sixth)
lay in camp near Warrenton, Va., if memory
serves me right. At daylight the morning
of the 7th we broke camp, aud siarted, des-
tination uukvown ; for, as usual, the private
soldier had not been consulted.

We marched about 10 miles, arriving on

1o'clock. A staff officer rode up and asked |
the Colonel, * What regiment is this ?”

The avswer waus, “The 1224 N, Y.”

“The Geueral desires me to say that you
ghall put three companies, under charge of a
trusty officer, on skirmish-line three puces

Still we were unconscions of what was
coming, as we could see a liue out in front
of us, and of course thought we were to re-
lieve them.

We did not discover our mistake until
after we had advanced half the distance that
lay between us. Then we saw the General
and stuff ride op on a knoll and the stars
and bars, and knew for a certainty that
we were “in it.”

This was one of the most hotly-contested
gkirmisbers that I was ever in in my three
years of service. When we were wilthiin 200
yards of these euarthworks they were in them,
and then the fun for them, but death for us,
begun. Two thousand rebs popped away at
their leisure over their intrenchments at
us, and we had 100 yards to go before the
shelter of an old road could be reached. We
finally got to the road. QOur ammunition
was exhausted. BSome one suid, * Boys,
bere comes the relief,” whien consisted ol
the 1215t N. Y., 119th Pa., 5th Wis., and 6ith
Me.

This was as the shadows of night were
spreading their mauntle,

When the boys reached the road over it
they went, and for the works. Soon the top
of the rebel works were one sheet of flame,
The fire was returned, and over the works
went the line of blue., Pistol-shots, elubbed
musket blows, and cursing, swearing and
cheering for a brief period, und all was quiet.
The result wus 1,600 prisoners, 2,000 stauds-
of-arms and four pieces of artillery for us.

I saw 31 of the Gth Me. buried in one
grave inside the works pext morning. 1
understood at the time that our furce con-
sisted of 1,500 men,

Oue more hittle incident and I am done,
My tent-mule stepped over iuto the works
and exchunged his rusty Eafield fora bright
Springfield. I started for a like swap, and
soon found myself lying crossways of three
dead rebels. 1did not hold them down long
or stop to trade guns,—A, J. MERRIFILLD,
Co. A, 1224 N. Y., Lysander, N. Y.

about 240 prisoners. The 100th was there
or thereabouts, and got our share of ecredit
of putting down the rebellion, if we did not
capture all the Confederate battle-flags.”

Thomas Moore, Co. A, 13th W. Va., Ply-
mounth, W. Va., says that reading Comrade
Doman’s squib, “ Who Stole It 7”7 makes him
feel gnilty. He tells that near Liberty, in
June, 1864, on retreating from before Lynch-
burg first night ont Gen. Hayes's Brigade
was stopped aud shaped so as to check the
rebs, who were uncomfortably close.

“After becoming weary waiting, and no
rebs reporting, I decided to have a smoke,
and noticing a fire some 20 yards behind the
line, and having no mutches, I advanced on
said fire and within a few yards I stopped to
reconnoiter. I saw the owner baking slap-
jacks on half a canfeen and piling them
on the other half as he baked them. It
being very dark he did not see me, and when
a commniotion took place in line, be ran to his
place in the 12th or 23d Ohio, and I to mine
in the 13th W.Va. After waiting some time,
and all being quiet, I ventured to light my
pipe, and making haste L0 the fire I picked
up the dish and refarn 1 in haste to my
piace, forgetting to lighl the pipe, when I
found I had the ‘gregser.’ Then I took a
sudden desire to return it, but before I could
reach the fire the 23d comrade was in ad-
vauce of me, coming from the other side. I
stopped and heard a gpeech of some sort re-
lative to Lhe lower regions and its occupants,
and I imagined I conld smell sulphur.
While 1 was willing to muke any sacrifice in
reason to counvey to him his greaser, I was
certain it would be death to approach him
with it

“I next thought to throw and hit him
with it, but was airaid I should miss him
and lose it in the brush. Knowing he had
a good supply of flour and no grease I felt
miserable ou his account, and was still
worrying myself when we were ordered for-
ward, and the strain ended. I have never
seen him to kvow him since. I hope he
will forgive me,”

EpiToR NATIONAL TRIBUNE: Who of
the Ninth Corps can ever forget that cold,
bleak place, the land of starvation and
misery, our Valley Forge? Most of us were
clad very lightly, without overcoats or shoes,
our feet tied up in canvas or pieces of gnm
blankets, and even raw-hides., Then our
rations—common field corn on the ear.
Now, corn may be a very good article of
food, but when it is corn for breakfast, corn
for dinner and corn for supper, day after
day, and on the ear, it sort of palls on one's
appetite, especially when one hLas to grind
it up on an old coffee-mill, first bespeaking
your turn. Why, the mill eould be heard in
operation half the day and night.

Still,I can always think of the place with
a certain degree of pleasure on account of
an incident that oceurred while there, which
made me the envy of a great many of the
company. Standing before the campfire,
resoiving to keep from roasting too much in
front and freezing too much in the rear, I
was handed a letter, addressed to Mr. .
Buruside’s army, postmuarked Knoxville,
Tenn. As soon as I saw the inscription I
knew it was from 8 woman, by the manner
in which it was addressed; but who should
know me in Knoxville?

Upon opening it, the writer stated that
she would be very happy to see me at my
earliest convenience. The letter was signed
Mrs. A.

Now, here was a pretty howdy-do. There
must certainly be a mistake, yet I was de-
termined to see the lady as requested.
Shortly after I made it an object to visit
Knoxville. I went as I had been directed,
and found the bouse to be one of the finest
in the city,standing back from the line of
the street, surrounded by large trees and, in
true Southern style, with large porches in
front and rear.

I walked around the square several times
to get my courage up to the sticking point.
Finally, like Dombey’s sister, I spunked uap.
Opening the gate I walked up to the front
door; taking hold of the large knocker very
gingerly at first, then, with a firmer grasp,
let it fall. Very soon it was answered by a
likely colored girl. I thought to myself,
Suppose she thinks another of those old
soldiers; bnt as soon as I stated that I had
received a note from Mrs, A.she was all
smiles.

* Oh, yes, she has been expecting you.”

Well, I thought to myself, the plot thick-
ens. She invited me into a fine, home-like
sitting-room, and, excusing herself, said she
would ioform Mrs. A. that I was there.
Soon I heard the rustling of a dress, and
in stepped the dearest and loveliest-looking
middle-aged lady that I ever saw. Coming
right up to me she put her arm around me
and kissed me, saying :

“My dear boy, that is for your mother.”

I can feel the tears yet as they trickled
down my face. I was all “broke up.,” I
was only a lad.

My kind friend then informed me that she
bad been a schoolmate of my mother at
Litiz, Pa., and hearing that ber old friend
had a son under Burnside, she determined to
find me, and try to repay the past kindness
for the many “days and weeks I have spent
at your grandfather’s.”

Of course I had to tell all about my family
in Pennsylvania. She informed me that of
course their sympathies were with the
South, bat for all that she conld not forget
past kindnesses, and I should consider her
honse my home, and call whenever I could
make it convenient. Very soon I detected
the rattling of dishes in the next room,
when I was invited to partake of the first
good meal that I had had for months, she
stating that she bad been very fortunate in
having a good stock of provisions on hand.
“ Now, don’t feel backward about eating
heartily,” she said, “ for I know the condi-
tion of your army.”

Welil, boys, I really think I nearly killed

myself. From corn in the ear to a Belshaz-
zar feast! I think I could hear the first
mouthful drop, I was se empty. After chat-
ting a while I rose to go, thanking her from
the bottom of my heart, she in return offer-
ing to do any sewing for me that I wished
done, Think of it! All the clothes I had
were on my back. I called to see my friend
geveral times aflerward, especially when-
ever 1 was on the starvation point. Was it
any wonder that I was the envy of the boys
in the company ?
Toward Spring our corps bid farewell to
East Tennessee, and I to my kind friend, and
May, 15864, found us in at the Wilderness. I
have often wisbed to be able to visit Knox-
ville, but suppose that will never be. I can
only live over those trying times in mem-
ory, occasionally talking over the days of
long ago with some of the comrades of the
Ninth Corps who belong to—PosT 2,G.A.R,,
Philadelphia, Pa.

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Brief Sketehes of the Services of
Varioes Regiments,

The 2d Pa. Art.

This regiment was organized in January,
1862, under authority granted Charles An-
geroth by the War Department. At the
time of its muster the officers were Col.
Charles Angeroth, Lieut.-Col., J. H. Ober-
tuffer, and Muj. William Cundides. Three
of the companies, D, G,and H, were ordered
to Fort Delaware on Jan. 9, and during the
latter part of the mounth the remaining
companies went to Washington, where they
were assigned to duty on the fortifications
surrounding the city. In the F.ll of 1862
the regiment was joined by two companies,
which were designaied as L and M. Iu the
Spring of 1864 a new regiment was orgnn-
ized from the surplus men of the old regi-
ment, and was known as the 2d Provisional
Heavy Artillery. The provisional regiment
was assigned to daty with the Ninth Corps,
and took part in the battles of the Wilder-
ness. Ibn May the old regiment, which was
still on duty near Washington, was ordered
to join the Eighteenth Corps at Cold Har-
bor. The regiment was divided into three
battalions, under command of Capt. Jones,
Maj. Anderson, and Muj. Sadler. The 24
battalion, uuder command of Capt. Jones,
was hotly engaged at Petersburg on the 18th
of June, aud lost 10 killed and 65 wounded.
Among the wounded was Capt. Jones, Capt.
McClure, of Co. F, succeeded him in com- |
mand. During the Summer the regiment
performed duty in the treunches, and during
the three months lost more than half its
strength. The provisional regiment, num-
bering about 400 men, joined the old regi-
ment in September. The Provisionals per-
formed bhard service. They were in the
charge at the time of the mine explosion and
dashed into the craler. The Ist and 2d
battalions of the old regiment charged Fort
Harrison on the 20th of September, aud lost
more than 200 in killed, wounded, and
missing. Among the killed was Muj. An-
derson. The original term of service ex-
pired in January, 1865. A large number
re-enlisted, and with the recruits formed an
aggregate of over 2,000. After the evacua-
tion of Petersburg the regiment was ordered
todaty in that city, and on the surrender of
thhe rebel army it did doty in southern Vir-
ginia. It was mustered out in January, 1566,
at City Point, Va. The total number of
deaths wus 616.

The 100th Ind,

The regiment was organized in Aagnst,
1862 ; was mustered Sept. 10 10 serve three
years, and was mustered out at Lounisville,
Ky., Jane 15 1865. In November, with
Sanford J. Stoughton in command, the regi-
ment left for Memphis, Tenn., and reached
there on Nov. 16. It was assigned to the
Second Brigade, Fourth Division, Army of
the Tennessee. It embarked for Vicksburg,
and joined Grant's army at that place on
the 14th of June. It marched with Sher-
man’s army to Jackson, Miss, and was con-
stantly engaged during the siege of that
place. From Jackson it went to Big River,
On September the regiment marched to
Vicksburg and embarked for Memphis. It
was 1n the battle of Mission Ridge, and there
lost 132 men killed and wounded. After
pursuing Bragg as far as Knoxville it re-
turned to Scottshoro, Ala., where it remained
in camp until May 1, 1864, when the entire
army of Sherman movéd from Chattanooga
toward Atlanta. The regiment was attached
to this army, and took part in the battles of
Snake Creek Gap, New Hope Church, Chat-
tahoochee River, Atlantla, Cedar Bluff and
many others. In October the regiment pur-
sued Hood and drove him across the Ten-
nessee River. The regiment wus assigued
to the Secoud Brigade, First Division, and
marched from Atlanta, on Nov. 14, 1864, to-
ward Savunnah, arriving Dec. 10 in front of
that city, which it entered 13 days later.
It embarked at S.avannah for Beaufort;
marched from there through the Carolinas;
reached Goldsboro on March 26; remained
in Goldsbero until April 10, then moved to
Raleigh. I'rom there it marched to Wash-
ington, where it was mustered out. It lost
in killed aud wounded in actiom or died of
wounds 89, died irom disease, ete., 150.

The 35th Iad.

This regiment was organized at Indian-
apolis, and was mustered into the gervice on
Dec. 11, 1861. It re-enlisted and served
throngh the war. Oao Deec. 13 it left the
State for Kentucky, going to Buardstown,
where it camped for about a month, and
from there to Bowling Green, thence to
Nashville. In May, 1862, a portion of the
61st Ind. and a number of unassigned re-
cruits were consolidated with it. It was
with Rosecrans on Lis march to Murfrees-
boro, and at Stone River it sustained a loss
of over one-third ot the total number en-
gaged, or a loss of 29 killed, 72 wounded,
and 33 missing. It also sustaiuved a heavy
loss at Chickamauga on Sept. 19 aund 20,
1862. It re-enlisied as a veleran organiza-
tion in the latter part of 1863; on Dee. 16,
1863, it started home on a veleran furiongn;
reached Indianapolis Jan. 2, 1864; returned
to Tennessee in February., The regiment
was attucked, June 20, at Kenesaw Mount~
ain, and in a haod-to-hand eonflict lost
heavily. On July 4, while on duty as a
part of the skirmish-line, it advanced and
eaptured the encmy’s rifle-pits, also taking
28 prisoners. After the passage of the Chat-
tahoochie River, the regiment was engaged
in guarding the supply-trains until Aug. 31,
when it rejoined its command and took part
in the march aronud Atlanta. At Franklin,
Tenn., the regiment received 4u0 dialted
men and substitutes, It retnrned to Nash-
ville in the Spring of 1865, and a ™w mouths
later wus assigned to the FFourth Corps and
transferred to Texas. It was mustered out
in September and returned home, reaching
Iudianapolis in October.
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
